Ilis cheerful and friendly spirit won for him the 
affection and friendship of those who knew him 
beet; while his constant and faithful public 
services secured him the respect and esteem of all) 
who knew anything of the American movement | 
against Slavery. Though he was called upon to 
give up life and its dearest relations in the very 
prime and flower of his age, he met death with 
all the firmness and composure a good conscience 
and a steadfast hope could supply.

It is making pro- 
vision against an evil day, which its anerring in- 
stincts tells it mustvertake it. Though we fear 
Kansas and Cuba, too, will yet be seized upon by 
Slavery, as necessary to its defence, we believe, 
also, that it is because the citadel is weakened that 
these outworks aredemauded. Aud whence this 
necessity? Because there have been men at the 
North determined to be, heard as to the condi- 
tion to which Slavery reduces the slaves and them- 
selves. And they have made themselves heard. 
They have modified thesentiments and opinions 
of vast multitudes, who take not their name upon 
themselves. Opinions and sentiments are now ut- 
tered by weighty men and influential presses, 
which drew down upon us denunciation and even 
violence, not many years ago. The very question 
of Disunion, which has been regarded as the Shib- 
boleth of the most fanatical of the Anti-Slavery 
tribes, is new bruited in popular assemblics, and 
discussed in popular newspapers.

Our conclusion of the whole matter is, that the 
American An§&-Slavery Society was never more 
justified, in allits ways, before men and before 
God, than it is now. It was never stronger. The

sense, rather than genius or shrewdness, and sim- 


plicity of statement more than rhetoric or oratory. 
Our philosophy has been effectual to this day, and 
it would be most unwise to change it for any less 
simple and less broad. 

We have not taken counsel of flesh and blood, 
and consulted the blind and lying oracles of tem- 
porary expediency. Whatever crushed the slave, 
we knew to be false and wicked, by whatsoever 
name it might baptize itself, or in whatever mask 
conceal its face. By this unerring test we have 


and we found it to be a synagogue of Satan. 
denied not Christ or His Church, but that men 
who made merchandize of His brethren, and de- 
nied them all justknowledge of Him, that their 
ownership might be the surer, were not of Him, 
but of the Adversary. And so of those who, in 
pulpit or professor’s chair, preached the Gospel of 
Slavery, and baptized the unclean thing into the 
name of the Father, of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. We refused to hold fellowship with these 
unfruitfal works of darkness, and separated eur- 
selves from them forever. Sowhen we saw that 
the political institutions of the Country were made 
the citadel of Sla¥ery,contrived tojshelter, and*com- 
fort, and protect it forever, and that all the inhabi- 
tants were called upon to be its garrison and de- 
fenders, we refused to recognize asa Republican 
government, institutions which rested on the de- 
nial of their right to themselves of one-sixth of 
the inhabitants. When we saw that we could hold 
no office under the Government without consenting 
to these things, we refused to enter into those 
wicked obligations ourselves, or to appoint others 
to assume on our behalf. We have refused to lis- 
ten to the voice of political charmers, how wisely 
soever they might charm. We would not cast in 
our lot with Cray, nor with Tartor, nor with 
Scorr, nor yet with the Free Soilers or the Know- 
Nothings. And our wisdom has been justified by 
its fruits.

It may be, however, that we «re mistak en when 
we speak of the fixed determination of the South to 
uphold slavery. It may be that even now the sou- 
thern mind which is resisting the light willyet burst 
through darkness. All experience has shown as 
that oftentimes in great moral reforms, just before 
a sudden revulsion has taken place in the public 
mind, there has beena seemingly most resolute 
determintion in wrong on the part of the wrong 
doers. And let us always remember, that under 
the iron despotism of the South, the thousands of 
noble and manly hearts are crushed down and 
silenced. There are menin the South by thou- 
sands who would give their all to have this ques- 
tion met and settled right. I will not despair, 
then, that this Union may be preserved and slavery 
abolished. Itseems, to be sure, almost impossi- 
ble; butthere isa Power who governs all, to whom 
nothing is impossible, aud who shall say that even 
now, there may not be, in the South, the divine 
germs which by and by shall fructify end produce 
most noble fruit on this question of slavery? But 
we men of the North must be ready to give up the 
Union, if the course of slaveholders is to be con- 
tinually <ersisted it. 

Mr. 8. conclu’ed his remarks with an earnest 
exhortation to the audience to have faith and pa- 
tience, and to labor perseveringly to ealighten the 
public mind as to the obligations resting upon them 
under the Constitation of the United States.
